grasses no mo re nutritio us than tho se 
which gro w in the fat and well w a ­ 
tered valleys o f the eastern states 
cattle, ho rses and sheep wo uld die o f 
starv atio n in a few weeks. 


T h e Co lo rado po tato beetle, nam ed 
because o f the fact th a t it had its first 
ho me in the po tato districts o f th a t 
state, did but 'Ittle dam a g e in it n a ­ 
tive haunts fo r a num ber o f years past 
until last seaso n, when it pro ved a 
v eritable sco u-ge, in places mo ving in 
so lid phalan xe s and de v astating many 
fields. 
While this beetle has spread in 
a co mparativ ely few years o ver all 
o f the central an d eastern states, it 
strangely sh o w s no inclinatio n to mo v e 
westward.
